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Jeffs receiving the most votes. Sister Mary A. Barnes was chosen first 
counselor and Mary A. Giles as second.” 

This system of choosing officers in the MIA by vote was changed 
when stake and general boards were organized. 

The year 1903 was important in the history of Heber City for in 
that year the two Heber Wards were dissolved and three new wards were 
created. . President William H. Smart, who had succeeded President 
Hatch in 1901, directed the reorganization of the wards. 
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The Heber Amusement Hall, constructed in 1906-07 and still in use today.
